In the meantime the men of the First 


South Dakota bad performed one of 
the most notable feats of the campaign. 
Cheering loudly, they charged fearless- 
ly 'across an open field against the main 
line of the insurgent forces, which was 
lying partly concealed in a bamboo 
thicket. It was a daring act, for across 
the level plain the insurgents poured a 
perfect rain of bullets. Ten of the gal- 
lant Westerners were killed and eleven 
wounded. Among the dead were-three 
lieutenants. But our men pressed on<, 
regardless of the rain of death, and 
scattered the enemy. 


Fearful loss waa inflicted on the reb- 


els in this charge. Eighty-eight are 
known to have been killed and 100, 
with their arms, were captured. The 
remainder fled toward Malolos in wild 
disorder. The total loss on the Amer- 
ican side in yesterday's fighting is ap- 
proximately fifteen killed and thirty- 
five wounded. Last night Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's division was within fifteen 
miles of Malolos, the insurgent cap- 
ital.

cable dated Manila, -March 26, at 5 p. 
in., says: The Americans pushed for- 
ward'for Malinta this afternoon, tak- 
ing that town by a resistless charge 
under a heavy fire from the Filipino 
forces.

When 
the fighting was stopped by darkness 
last night Gen. Harrison G. Otis' and 
Gen. 'Kale's commands were about six 
miles oast of Polo.

formation whatever he made some in- 
quiries in regard to the labor problem 
here, but expressed some doubt as to 
just "how far the United States immi- 
gration laws affected Hawaii, if Indeed 
at all.

The question of a cemetery site has 


evoked considerable discussion. Var- 
ious places have^ been mentioned, but 
when they were inquired Into they had 
some objectionable quality and were 
abandoned. 


The last plan and the one which baa 


brought forth a great many expres- 
sions of opinion, is the^£rOROsttion to 
turn (Punchbowl into a cemetery. At 
the joint meeting of the Board of 
Health and the Executive Council 
about a month ago, held for the pur- 
pose of discussing the cemetery ques- 
tion, the site of Punchbowl was pro- 
posed for the first time. President 
Dole made the suggestion. 


This plan was laid aside for the time 


being. But as other sites were looked 
into and each found to have sometning 
lacking in one way or another, the mat- 
ter of 'Punchbowl was - "brought up 
again. It was claimed to be the nat- 
ural solution of the question. 


However, as soon as it was learned 


that Punchbowl was seriously thought 
of there have been many opinions ex- 
pressed. Many opposed, while some 
favored It. The fear that such a selec- 
tion would prove a menace to the pub- 
lic health was held. Then again oth- 
«rsfelt that\t would be a shame to 
turn one of the city's notable points of 
Interest into a burying ground. 


Yesterday a representative of the 


Advertiser interviewed a number of 
physicians of the city In regard to the 
question and their solution of the dif- 
ficulty. Their opinions are as follows: 


'Dr. Wood—I do not approve of 


Punchbowl as a cemetery site at all for 
two reasons. It takes a fine piece of 
property, which is available for some- 
thing else. I have always been in favor 
of having a large reservoir there to 
which the water could be run from the 
Nuuanu section, which would filter it 
thoroughly. Again, I disapprove of it 
for sanitary reasons. I have learned 


- from a person who is competent to 


speak upon such matters that the gee* 
logical formation of Punchbowl is such 
that the refuse Sana drainage would 
gravitate without being filtered at all, 
thus making a great probability that 
the water supply would become con- 
taminated. A crematory is the very 
best solution of the problem, il people 
would only see it that way.

There are many other places far more 
suitable. Of course, cremation is the 
only scientific method of dealing with 
the dead In justice to the living. 


Dr. Wayson—I think a cemetery on 


Punchbowl would be foolish. The site 
is needed for other purposes. In thne 
a magnificent pleasure park could be 
laid out there. There is really only 
one scientific method of dealing -with 
the dead and that is cremation. It 
saves room and expense. Thers Is 
prejudice against it from sentimental- 
ism, but it will come in time. Then 
again Punchbowl is not large enough. 
It would not be a great many yearr bs- 
fore it would be full, and then another 
place would have to be looked up. 


Dr. Miner—The proposed site on 


Punchbowl is very objectionable. There 
Is a probability of the water supply be- 
coming polluted. Who wants to take 
the chance? It la preposterous to think 
of putting dead bodies in that crater. I 
am in favor of a crematory, but if we 
can't have that, then get further out 
of town. 
Dr. Humphria—•! am oppesfrd to the 


proposed selection. I baae my opposi- 
tion on the ground that as the older 
cities grow and learn they place their 
cemeteries as far away as possible. Dis- 
tance cuts no figure.

the person assuming the office of Pres- 
ident should have attained the age of 
thirty-five years, should be rigidly ad- 
hered to. 


In my opinion, one of the most im- 


portant Articles of the Constitution, 
with reference to this subject, is num- 
ber 37, a portion of which reags: 


"The members of the Cabinet shall 


be ex-offlcio members of both Houses 
of the Legislature with all the rights, 
powers and privileges of elected mem- 
bers, except the right to vote." By this 
provision he cannot vote upon the floor 
of either House, but he cam. have a word 
to say thereon, and can act as adviser, 
and his high office entitles his word to 
be heard and considered. Yet the 
qualification of a person to become a 
Senator is that "he shall have attained 
the age of thirty years:" In this in- 
stance he falls short of ^the requisite 
number of years. To be a Represpnta- 
tive a person shall "have attained the 
age of twenty-five years." In Hie lat- 
ter case the new Minister is a little 
above the average. This seems to have 
been a case of "split'ting the differ- 
ence." and letting the matter rest. 


Nevertheless, although he would be 


disqualified by the provisions 'of the 
Constitution from becoming a Senator, 
yet by virtue of the high office in the 
Cabinet, he is am ex-officio member 
thereof. 


And although nine years would have 


to elapse before the people could legal- 
ly elect Mr. Mott-Smith to the Presi- 
dency, .yet hi? appointment as Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs and the possible 
contingency of demise* on the part of 
President Dole, opens the way for him 
to become the President of the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii, nine years ahead of time. 


Is this consistent with a clear in- 


terpretation of the Constitution? Is 
such an appointment, carrying as it 
does, affairs of the greatest Importance 
to Hawaii, to be made without any 
reference to the Constitution and the | 
statutes bearing upon such appoint- 
ments* No age is given under which j 
a Cabinet officer should qaalifv. but b^ 
becoming a Cabinet officer, he should 
have tht necessary qualifications to fit 
him for the office to which he would 
naturally succeed by virtue of the pro- 
visions of the Constitution above re-

One of the reasons why the churches 


do not command the attendance of a 


number of men and women is, 


thai they fall to supply their needs. 
B0r. Mr. Kincaid said recently, in his 
iralplt, that men refused to attend the 
dtarches because they no longer feel 


need of them as means for avoid- 


tag "everlasting punishment." Many 
otber reasons exist for this non-at- 
tendance. 


The churches, it is respectfully sub- 


mitted, Instead of finding out what 
the needs of men really are, undertake 
to tell them what, in the opinion of 
the churches, the needs are, and then 
complain because men do not agree 
•with them. They refuse to accept man 
as he is, and -burld upwards on that 
basis, bat make up a statement or be- 
lief about his mature and build up on 
that uncertain foundation. 


As men and women (become educat- 


ed, and read, and study, they find -Mas 
awed of the churches,, owing to this 
ancorreot theory, and, therefore, fail 
to attend them. 


There is an excellent illustration of 


the failure of the churches to grasp 
the problems of modern life, In the 
present condition of the Prohibition 
qnestion. For that question involves 
the moral, the religious and the social 
fife of millions of human .betags. The 
f&orches talk about, but do not tackle 
it It is <no longer a question of talk, 
but of work. 


The man who refuses to attend the 


Church says to 4t; here you are at the 
l»eginning of the Twentieth Century, 
and cannot agree on the way of solv- 
ing one of the momentous problems 
ot the age. You fail to see that the 
remedy for this evil lies in readjusting 
the social forces, of changing condi- 
tions. You ought to present to me, and 
an other men an approved way of re- 
ntoving the curse, but you do not. 
H you cannot agree on a plan of cam- 
jfajga against these legions of the 
Devil, what "use do I have for you?" 


Here is the Intelligent view which 


Bishop Potter, an admirable leader in 
•fiie Protestant Episcopal Church, takes 
at the situation in a letter to Dr. Ab- 
bott: 


It is the old situation—as old as the 
religion of Jesus Christ—with the 
Scribes and Pharisees on the one hand, 
the Sadducees on the other, and, over 
against them, the Truth. 


No more perfect reproduction of the 


first named has appeared in our day 
than the Prohibitionist, et id onme 
genus, arrogant, denunciatory, ignor- 
nt, unscrupulous and untruthful; hold-

A QUESTION OF AGE. 


A correspondent, In another column 


questions the constitutionality of the 
appointment of Mr. Mott-Smith at 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on the 
ground that in the event of the dealt 
of President Dole, he would, If quail- 
fled, .become his successor in office for 
the time being. The Constitution pro- 
rides (Art. 24) that Che (President ahal 
not be less than thirty-five yearn of 
age. Mr. Mott-Smiith'a age' Is much 
Below Chat limit, /and, therefore. It la 
suggested, he would be disqualified to 
hold the office of President. Our cor- 
respondent clearly states *he case, hut 
the questions raised, while Interesting 
are, on the whole, not serious. 


Assuming that our municipal laws 


and Constitution still govern the ter- 
ritory, It follows, In <3he event of Mr. 
Dole's death before the expiration of 
his term, that the Minister of the 
Interior becomes his successor, if the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Is disquali- 
fied to act by age or otherwise. 


As the Constitution places no age 


qualification upon the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, and yet makes him the 
President, In the event of a vacancy, 
it may (be argued that the Constitu- 
tional provision regarding the age of 
thirty-five years does not apply in this 
came. 


The situation "from a legal stand- 


point is somewhat complicated. The 
act of annexation, which is now the 
supreme law of the laod, provides that 
the government of the Islands shall 
be vested in such {person or persons as 
the President of the United States 
shall direct. The President has direct- 
ed Mr. Dole to carry on this govern- 
ment, under the existing municipal 
awe, T>ut under the annexation act 
he can remove from, and appoint any 
person to, office. He has the tfight to 
appoint a non-resident to the office 
now held by Mr. Dole, aTtfhoUKh our 
own Constitution positively requires 
a residence here of fifteen years, as a 
qualification. If the act of annexation 
s in force, and we assume that it is, 
our local Constitution is raflher "in 
the air," and iwe are conducting our 
political business by general agree- 
ment 


Some persons in the community, with 
he usual conservatism, do not approve 
of Mr. Mt>tt-Smith's appointment, be- 
ause of his youth. 
There would 'be some force in the 


objection, if older men were selected 
or office by reason of their merits.

JAPANESE LABOR AS1) THE AME- 


EIUAN LAW. 


In .another column, there is pub- 


ished an article from one of the Jap- 
anese (English) journals on the ques- 
tion. of the emigration of Japanese la- 
borers. 


The statement that wherever the 


emigrants have gone they have met 
with opposition Is true, so far as their 
K>litical and socdal relations are in- 
•olved. But so far as wages are con- 
ernea, Hawaii at least is regarded as 
. Paradise by the Japanese. 
The laws of Japan require that the 


ocal emigration companies shall guar- 
antee aid to the emigrants in the event 
of sickness or inability to labor. 


On the other hand, our own Federal 


Immigration laws strictly forbid any 
assisted immigration. 


If, therefore, the Japanese law will 


not permit emigration, without the 
guarantee of assistance, and our Fed- 
eral laws forbid any assisted imandgra- 
tlon, the enforcement of these laws by 
joth countries may bring the immi- 
gration of the Japanese laborers to 
these Islands to a close, whenever the 
federal Immigration laws are extend- 
ed to these Islands 


It is generally believed here that 


he Japanese laborers may be obtain- 
ed without the assistance of the plan- 
ters. But no note is taken of the Jap- 
anese law that does not permit emi- 
gration. without some form of assist- 
ance at home 


It is apparent that a very serious 


situation may ari«e, if the Federal au- 
thorities should take the ground that 
tbe assistance required by the Japan- 
ese law brings the immigrants within 
the Federal statute

TEUSTBD AND LOST. 


Mr. Henry Neill, of New Orleans, is 


an expert In the cotton market. For 
several years Ms predictions regarding 
ihe amount of cotton that would he 
cropped during the season were re- 
markaibly correct. 
His predictions 


were published in home and for- 


journals, and his reputation for 


accuracy -was so excellent that *he_ cot- 
x>n planters and traders accepted bis 
statements without (hesitation. Dur- 
ng the ,last summer, he made careful 
estimates and declared that the crop 
of cotton then maturfng would reach 
12,000,000 of 'bales. The amount was in 
excess of the demands of both, home 
and foreign markets, and, on the 
;trength of this prediction, the price 
of cotton quickly declined. 
As the 


season advanced he declared that the 
amount of the cotton crop would ex- 
feed 12,500,000 bales. The price further 
declined. The British buyers refused to 
purchase in view of a falling price. • 
Flhe dealers 'n cotton, on the American 
exchanges, refused to buy 'because they 
became confident of lower prices. The 
armers rushed their cotton into the 
market, in order to get the ruling mar- 
ket price before it declined further. 
The markets of the cotton crop were 
everywhere demoralized. But, in De- 
cember last, the receipts of cotton at 
the ports began to decline. The bad 
weather accounted for this decline to 
some extent, but not entirely. During 
the winter months the receipts con- 
tinued to fall off. The dealers in cot- 
ton beean in February to suspect that 
Mr. Neill had made a grave error in 
his calculations. It was not, for a 
moment, suspected that he had de- 
liberately miscalculated. But it began 
to be evident that his data was in- 
correct. 


Early in March the truth was ap- 


parent. 
He had overestimated the 


amount of the crop toy on« 
and one-half million bales. 


This error will cause a loss to the

to whether euch were contracted or 
free 'laborers. It is anticipated, also, 
that In the event of contracted immi- 
giratian into Hawaii being prohibited1 
the same difficulty may arise there. —

When the aged warrior finally retired

Out of the numerous good stories 


that have coriie to light of the incidents 
in the life of the aged missionary, 
kela, who returned on the Tahitienne 
Wednesday from the Marquesas, there 
la one that has proven moat interest- 
ing. 


When Kekela arrived on the Mar- 


quesas, in the early '50s, he found a 
most degraded and cruel tribe inhabit- 
ing the islands. Their native savagery 
had been added to by the white trad- 
ers, who came and took away to far off 
plantations ini Hawaii, Mexico and Aus- 
tralia their brothers and fathers by 
means disgraceful and cowardly. These 
traders, known as "blackbirders," came 
to be detested and feared by the Mar- 
tueeans. 
. 


Some years after the arrival of Ke- 


kela a vessel in this traffic had 
swooped down upon the Island and 
taken off a large number of men and 
womeni and many young 
children, 


whom their parents had refused to de- 
sert Then had the king of the tribe 
sworn a dreadful oath that no longer 
vhould traders be allowed to land up- 
on the island. Its coast was to be tabu 
to any white inyui, And he published 
to all the people that should any for- 
eigner be found upon the land Of his 
people that that man should die. The 
manner of his execution should be the 
pot 
Whether fricasseed, fried or 


boiled that man would be the piece de 
resistance of a luau nul. 


Sad, Indeed, was Kekela when he 


heard of this cruel verdict on the part 
•f tie monarch of his adopted coun- 
try. Sadder yet was his heart next 
week, when, going into the village on 
bis tour of salvation, he saw bound be- 
tide the thatched throne room of the 
King a poor shipwrecked mariner, the 
last of an entire crew who had per- 
ished miserably on a reef near the] 
island. Dejected and forlorn the sailor 
bad given up all hope and he deepalred 
of any end but that of furnishing a 
dejeuner for the savages who danced 
about him. 


Kekela, even in the short time that 


had elapsed since his arrival in the 
land, had great Influence with the King 
and he determined without » moment's 
hesitation to use it for the benefit of 
the unfortunate castaway. In the aod- 
ienoe which was granted him, the King 
refused absolutely to grant pardon to 
the man. He must rotter for the cruel [ 
and inhuman practice* of his race and 
be a warning to others. Kekela plead- 
ed with the obdurate monarch. Upon 
his toeei the powerful young mission- 
ary, then in the prime of manhood, 
spoke of tbe lessons which be bad al- 
ready set before tbe Manjoemu; of 
mercy charity and forbearance. These 
were of no avail. H'ftber and higher

* Mr. McStocker expects advices upon 
the subject In a few days. As stated 
before in this paper his communica- 
tion and Mr. Castle's were forwarded 
to «he officials at the eazne time The 
only question is -whether or not the 
sanction wdll be received until legis- 
lation is effected for tihe Islands. 


The Naval Reserves has girown more 


and more popular during the last few 
yearn It has the advantage over the 
toilitia Inasmuch that It Is closer In 
touch, with the government than the 
National Guard the latter being more 
of a state organization. 
. During the last <war the Naval Re- 
aerves proved that they -were made of 
the right kind of stuff, to the many 
engagements in Cuba they -were always 
in the front and their courage was 
proved inflinching. Where 'hitherto the 
men-of-wart men, looked with deri- 
sion upon the "marines," thev now re- 
ceive them on equal terms. The "land- 
lubbers" received their baptism of fire 
and proved themselves worthy. 


If the proposed local organization

the condition of Cuba as a producer of 
sugar:

It will be of interest to you to learn 


in what light the state and prospects of 
things in Cuba are considered in our 
official circles. In a recent session jot 
the budget committee of the Reichstag 
(you 
would say the committee on way* 


and means), the secretary of the Treas- 
ury said he would not underrate the 
danger threatening us from Cuba, but 
he did not think it so alarming as some 
people apparently believe it to be. The 
Island of Cuba is in a large -degree- fal- 
len back in a state of uncultivatlon and 
years of hard work would be required 
to restore its former productive capac- 
ity, and there is now great want of 
labor. Of the white working men 60 
per cent have emigrated, disappeared 
in some way or other or are dead, 
whilst the colored population is by the 
war demoralized to the last degree, and 
he thinks that to replace the lost lab- 
oring forces would be extremely diffi- 
cult. On account of this condition of 
the island he holda that a rapid re- 
vival of production, as Is thought like- 
ly to come to pass 'by some persons, is 
for some years out of the 
question, 


which opinion has been confirmed by 
different members of the Reichstag 
who are well acquainted with the eco- 
nomical, industrial and agricultural 
conditions and capacities of Cuba, Per- 
sons who perhaps had an interest to do 
so, estimated this year's crop already 
as high as 500.000 tons, but from pres- 
ent appearance it is by no means cer- 
tain that last year's figures will be 
reached inasmuch as for the time being 
only 85 centrals are in operation as 
against 99 at the same period last year. 


The sugar dealers of this country 


continue complaining of the increasing 
use of saccharine and similar sweet- 
stuffs, which are now palmed off to 
the general public fl>ot only as being 
quite inoffensive to the human health, 
but as the healthiest sweet and the 
cheapest article in that line imagin- 
able, which unfortunately cannot be 
prevented logically. Of course, this is 
much to the discomfiture of the fabrl- 
cants, whose product is subteet to a 
heavy tax, whilst the competing stuff 
goes out scot free. The use that brew- 
eries used to make of saccharine, 
sweetening the beer by means of it, is, 
it is true, forbidden, but this provision 
is artfully circumvented bv breweries 
giving a certain quantity of the article 
to their "cart drivers who delfver the 
beer kegs to the saloon keepers, and if 
the latter desire to add saccharine to 
the beer, they are at liberty to do so, 
as only the industrial use of it is pros- 
ecuted.

Since his arrival it has been 
learned that the magnitude of the op 
orations of the new Seattle-Honolulu 
liners will be quite in keeping with the 
big traffic that will spring up between 
Hawaii and Puget Sound when quick 
and steady ocean communication is as- 
sured. 'And this is what the Prank 
Waterhouse, Limited, is going to do. 


After May 1st, it is reported, Hilo 


cannot hope to be even a way port, for 
the British-American liners unless she 
bestirs herself. She must not only 
provide a demand for general merchan- 
dise and feed stuffs from the Sound 
country, but also furnish sugar or ba- 
nanas back. This Honolulu can do, 
and a large amount of the sugar from 
this port will be diverted to the Great 
Northern route—in other words via the 
British-American) freighters to Seattle, 
thence overland to New York. 


When the United States shipping 


laws go into effect next year all the 
British bottoms now chartered by the 
British-American line will be replaced 
by American bottoms. This means 
that they are here to stay and the rea- 
son that they are using British bottoms 
at present is that the operation of Brit- 
ish vyessels costs much less than the 
operation of American vessels and that 
charters of British vessels can be made 
for less money than the charters of 
American vessels.
